tons, noting how they are' applied. 


Loosen all the edge tacks, take off 


the old cover, marlc the middle of it, 
brush it well and press very smooth. ' 


Go over the chair with a whisk 


broom and a small brush and remove 
every particle of dust and lint from 
the tufting.

and smooth, doubling it lengthwise, 
right sides together.

The library of congress is the most 


fascjnating spot in the .United .States, 
for 'tourists.' More than 'l.OOO.OOO peo-. 
pie .visit it annually. The vast ma- 
jority of these are only sight-seers, 
but thousands come seeking informa- 
tion, for this institution has grown uh- 


. til: it has; come :to;;fcs -the : greatest 


storehouse of knowledge In,the world 
with the exception pfr the British mu- 
seum. Everything that has ever been 
printed on any .subject may be found 
there. It is an institution of which, 
the whole country, should be proud, 
and evidently is proud. The national 
capital, makes 
comparatively

use of the library, ..for it has' its own. 
public library—one of the "most coni- 
plele in .the -country—from

While congress tVeats the library 


with liberality, it does not treat it as 
liberally as Great Britain treats the 
British museum. It is the ambition of 
Herbert Putnam, the: librarian; of con- 
gress, to make the American library 
aslgreat an institution as;the^British 
museum. 
"Such .eminence' can,':;ohly 


be reached." says he, "provided, .the 
general outlay, shall as. iu ^the, 'case of, 
the British museum; be supplemented 
by 
individuals. , Local 
institutions 


have the first claim to private contri: 
bution for land,-for buildings, for;the' 
material for :popular/education. 
But 


: the 'national library, should- have 
the 


' first: cla'im''with;any citizen, of the 


United States, who owns material of 
'interest to; the highest scholarship, 
particularly if it relate to the origin 
and progress of this country." 


There is. one division of the library 


which is distinct: in character and has 
no parallel in other libraries. This 'is.. 
the copyright office. It is under a reg- 
ister of copyrights who,.under the di- 
rection of. the librarian, performs, ^yith 
a special force, all the duties relating 
to copyrights. The number, of entries, 
and with them the volume of the 
copyright business in/general, grows 
at the rate of ten per cept. a year. 
The copyright office earns a revenue 
to-the government. It is the privilege 
of the library proper'to make requisi- 
tion upon the copyright office for any 
copyrighted material which may be 
useful to its purpose as a library. 
"What it does not draw remains in the 
files of the copyright office in a dis- 
tinct portion of the'building. 
• 


The material in the special divisions 


of "the library 
is 
preserved 
_ and 


handled/according to.its special needs. 
For the manuscripts..'• there"; are not 
merely specially locked i cases, but 
steel safes for the "collection;- which, 
while not a large one, includes »ia- 
terial of inestimable value. The col- 
lection of the Marquis De Rocham- 


, beau, for instance, including 300 man- 


uscript maps of the revolution; the 
papers of Paul Jones, in 12 volumes; 
the records of the Virginia company, 
from 1621 to 1682; the Journal ol 
Washington on the Braddock expedi- 
tion, his diary of the federal conven- 
tion, his orderly books and military 
journals, and various 
other 
manu- 


scripts, including ; the original mate- 
rial for the Force archives, in 365 folio 
volumes. 
Among other manuscripts 


of special note are 36 volumes record- 
ing the 
testimony''' as 
to 
royalist 


claims, taken before the commission- 
ers at Halifax, after the revolution. 


With a few exceptions,", the entire 


collection relates to the eighteenth 
century. 
A great many of the-indi- 


vidual manuscripts, being frayed and 
delicate, have to be repaired and re- 
enforced.

The Egyptian 


council of ministers .has approved the 
plan for raising the Assuan dam 
across the Nile, a change that will in- 
crease by two and a half times the 
amount of water that can be stored in 
the irrigation reservoir. The raising

flooding of the ruins of the temples. 
The island Itself is a small granite 
rock about a thousand feet long and 
COO feet wide.

Medical. Education. 


! Th«. changes of the past 35 jrew« 
:le medical education bare been noth- 
ing short of a revolution, and yet at 
a conference ;ofc medical educators In 
Chicago it-was .stated by one delegate 
that three-fourths- of the graduates 
wjre unfit to practice medicine. 
The 


condition of medical education in this 
country 30'years ago was "almost be- 
yond belief. There were medical col- 
leges In Chicago that graduated>twp. 
classes a year. In'a single town In 
northern Illinois nine men were prac- 
ticing medicine, 'of whom two had di- 
'plomas and the rest were druggists,' 
ex-hospital stewards from the army 
and men who had .taken one course of 
lectures. The immediate result of the 
enactment of- the medical practice act 
was the departure of 1,400 practition- 
ers from the state, some of whom com- 
pleted their medical studies, but most 
of them practiced where there ;was 
not so much law. At a conference in 
Chicago the other day, says the Phil- 
•adelphia Record, Dr; Means, chairman 
of the judicial council of the Associa- 
tion of American Medical Colleges, 
said that the average man admitted to 
practice was deficient in knowledge 
of bacteriology, chemistry, physiology 
and anatomy. Fifty-eight per cent, of 
the men in 25 states who fail at their, 
final examination- pass a few weeks 
late;-. 
"In -the few days intervening 


where do they get their knowledge? 
They, don't get it." They simply learn 
the answers to the questions, and the 
same yuestlons are asked them at. the 
re-examination. Evidently the reform 
of medical education, although much 
has been done, is not yet complete.

One Who Knows. 


Lima beans will grow and do wel 


In any fair garden or corn land, but 
will ylold better and be more prollt- 
nblo if put on u good sandy loam 
well drained and 
sloping 
a 
little 


toward the south. 
• 
' ,. 


We prepare the ground carefully, 


plowing, harrowing and dragging with 
plank drag to put laud in good condi- 
tion. 


Thon we set the poles-three by three 


and one-half feet, widest apart east 
and west, for we cultivate only one 
way, through the widest spaces. 


A pole six to seven feet is 
long 


enough. 
We set them before planting 


leaning polos to the north a little. In 
setting poles wo use a sharp, round 
stake, driving it one foot into the 
ground then remove and put In'pole 
as tight as^posslble.

The. beans are planted if ground 


and weather are warm, about May 15, 
In latitude of central Illinois.

pressing each bean Into the ground, 
eye downward, about orte inch deep, 
planting six or eight beans in a cir- 
cle around each pole.
